Liberated at a Very Early Hour 


This Morning 


Walks From His Prison and Boards the 


Train in a Rain Shower 
Mme, Drey- 


fus Left Rennes at Noou 


Rennes, Sept. 20—Dreyfus at 3 o'clock 


this morning left the prison. 


He proceeded to Vern and took the 


train for Nantes. 


His departure was completely un- 


noticed. 


The Order of BoU-nse 


M. Viguie, chief of the secret ser- 


vice, and Prefect M. Dureault arrived 
at the prison at midnight and brought 
tho minister of war's order for the re- 
lease of Dreyfus. 


A Free Man 


Dreyfus walked from the prison to 


the boulevard Laenne, where he en- 
tered a carriage and was driven to 
Vern station, outside the town. 
He 


alighted 500 yards from the station and 
walked regardless of rain. The Nantes 
train had just arrived, and Captain and 
Matthieu Drefus entered the train that 
bore away Dreyfus a free man. 


Waited lor tlic Event 


A small crowd waited 
around 
the 


prison 
until just 
before 
midnight, 


expecting the release, 
but 
dispersed 


thinking it too late for the prisoner to 
leave. 


Mme. 
Dreyfus left Rennes at noon, 


with her father and friends. 


EXPECTED HAPPENED 


Paris Not Surprised at Announcement 


ol'Pardon for JDrcyfu* 


Paris, Sr.pt. 20.—The decision of the 


cabinet to pardon Urey'us created less 
interest in Paris than, would the result 
of a big horee race. In fact it may be 
said that it caused no excitement what- 
ever. There was no rioting on the boule- 
vards. 


In front of <tfce offices of the Libre Pa- 


roie, where ::-sro\vd usually assembles in 
the evening to gaze upon the huge col- 
ored transparencies outside the windows 
of the leading anti-Semite organ, there 
was not the slightest gathering or the 
faintest sign of a demonstration either 
for or against Dreyfus'. 
One would 


think that the fire of the Dreyfus agita- 
tion had burned itself out. 


The anti-Dreyfusard papers tried to 


in'fuse interest into the government's 
action by a rabid attack upon Presid=nt 
Loubet; but their efforts were futile. 
The peaceful crowds that filled the ta- 
bles in front of the cafes, sipping- their 
after dinner coffee and cognac, looked at 
the newsboys who displayed the fT.i 
pages of thpse shesla nun their violent 
headlines, but utterly refused to get ex- 
cited. The majority did not even discuss 
the matter or only made the passing re- 
mark that the decision was just v. hat 
had been expected and predicted by 
every Parisian newspaper since the 
Rennes court martial delivered its ver- 
dict. 


The anti-Dreyfusard newspaper Soir 


had the most sensational caption, two 
lines of enormous letters extending 
across the entire front page, announc- 
ing "The 
traitor Dreyfus pardoned.. 


Outrage on the army." Then, in the 
course of an article violently attacking 
President Loubet, it said: 


"Loubet has given himself a coup rte 


grace in pardoning Dreyfus. He should 
be prosecuted for committing an out- 
rage upon the army; for his- decision

M. Guerini 
presented himself, surrendered1, andiwas 
driven to the police.-depot, in-a.n open cab, 
seated beside the captain of the guards. 
His companions were allowed to go free. 


Tho night was well chosen by the 


government, as the excitement over the 
capture of the fort would divert atten- 
tion from the pard'on extended to Drt-y- 
fus.

Twenty cabs and 200 mili- 
tary engineers wore held in readiness* at 
the barrii.okH nearby, and there woro am- 
bulances within easy reach, apparently 
ready fop any orac-rgtncy ot- fOr an at- 
tempt at a rescue. 


At 3.30 a., m. General Dalsteln, who 


fcad charge of the troops, arrived 
rrlh 


wag to be made soon, after 4 


o'clock. The policemen Were to be used 
first and then, in ease of desperate re- 
sistance, by the garrison, the soldiers. 
Even up to 4 a. nv troops continued to 
ari Ive. 


M. Millevoye entered the fort, accom- 


panied by Joseph Lasies, to renew his 
efforts to persuade the garrison to sur- 
render. After a stormy half hour's dis- 
cussion between Guerin and his compan- 
ions, Guerin informed the deputies that 
all would surrender, adding that he had 
been compelled to use a deal of pressure 
to induce them to yieldl At 4.15 M. 
Millevoye and Lasies issued from the 
fort and the arrest of Guerin followed. 
Guerin'a companions advanced to sur- 
render, but the police told them they 
were free. 


The government had decided to flood 


the fort if Guerin had refused to sur- 
render, and had a couple hundred' fire- 
men with steam pumps, fire escapes and 
miles of hose. All the buildings around 
were filled with police anti guards. The 
immense crowd dispersed with little or 
no disturban-ce.

Now Disheartened. 


Washington. Sept. 20.—Secretary Root 


yesterday received a cablegrayi from 
General Otis that seemed to indicate a 
weakening on the part of the insurgents 
in Luzon. 
It contains a proffer to de- 


liver the American prisoners, who have 
been for so many months in the hands of 
the insurgents, and also sought permis- 
sion to parley with General Otis. 


This cablegram was at once taken by 


Secretary Root to the cabinet meeting, 
and formed the main tonic: for discus- 
sion at the beginning of the session. 
However, upon reading the 
message 


carefully, 
its 
apparent 
importance 


seemed to diminish. 
Secretary Koot 


himself did not regard the matter as <*£ 
importance at this time. 
He recalled 


frequent efforts on the part of the in- 
surgents Jn the past to gain time at 
critical moments by opening negotia- 
tions, ostensibly with the object of mak- 
.ing peace, and he was not sure but this 
last offer was something of the same 
kind. 


However, the secretary was of the 


opinion that It would fail to afford the 
insurgents any advantage. 
General 


Otis would receive any messenger and 
listen to him. and make answer to his 
proposals, but this would not restrain 
the military operations in the slightest 
degree, and the American arms would 
lose no ground, no matter how the ne- 
gotiations turned out. 
There is a pos- 


sibility also that, the insurgents may 
have become disheartened at the re- 
newed and intense activity in the di- 
rection of reinforcing General Otis, and 
concluded, in view of the great force 
gathering to open the campaign, in the 
dry season, that further resistance would 
be useless. 


It is pointed out as a notable fact that 


AguinaJdo's name does not appear in 
General Otis' dispatch, and" though this 
may not be of great significance, still, 
among some of the army officers, it is 
surmised that there are serious dissen- 
sions among the insurgents, and that 
perhaps some of the discordant elements 
ere acting- on their own responsibility. 


The capture of Lieutenant Gilmore and 


his party was one of the most stirring 
incidents of the insurrection. It oc- 
curred while the cruiser Torktown was 
making a survey of the western coast of 
Luzon, with a view to locating some of 
the detached Spanish garrisons, which 
had been long cut off from the populous 
centres. 


It was known that a Spanish garrison 


had been surrounded at Baler, on the 
eastern coast, and Lieutenant Gilmore, 
with a boat party from the Torktown, 
was sent ashore to reconnoitre the sur- 
rounding- country. He divided his com- 
mand, one party remaining near the 
shore, while the other pushed inland. 
This was the last heard of the lieutenant 
and the 15 men who accompanied him. 
The other members of the party waited 
for a long time, but got no trace of their 
companions, and finally were obliged to 
return to the ship without them. 
Ad- 


miral Dewey at once reported the loss 
to the navy depArtment, and before he 
left Manila used every possible means 
to learn of the condition of the captive 
Americans. 


At first it was feared that they had 


lost their lives, but later definite inf oi\- 
mation was received that the following 
were alive at San Isidro, an insurgent 
stronghold: 


Lieutenant Gilmore, Chief Quuarter- 


master William Walton, Sailma-ker's 
Mate Paul Vandoit, Coxwain John Ells- 
worth, Apprentice (third class) Peter- 
son and Landsmen Silvio Brisolese, Ly- 
man Paul Edwards and Fred Anderson. 


Captain Charles M. Rockefeller of the 


Nineteenth infantry is also supposed to 
be a prisoner with the insurgents. 
He 


disappeared last April, and no trace of 
him has beenlliscovered.

HK army is the darling of France. 
Through ail the intricacies and 
complexities of the long; drawn out 


Dreyfus affair even the most cursory 
follower of that comic tragedy has been 
able to detect a strange devotion on the 
part of the French people for their na- 
tional army. Did this feeling not exist, 
to tear, as it does, the passion of the 
populace in two, the ill fated and much 


I widow. Others, again, are exempted 
| partly or conditionally on account of 
their calling, such exemption being ap- 
plied to priests, teachers and profes- 
sional men. Others, again, are found 
unlit for service and are accordingly re- 
jected, while still others are reserved 
for sanitary and other governmental 
services. 


In an army so organized It will be 


realized by even Frenchmen themselves, 
and fate is moving quickly nowadays 
in the republic of Loubot. Even the 
mailed fist is trembling'. Five army 
generals have been discredited and dis- 
graced, and justice has not yet finished 
with the business. 


First of all, Colonel Esterhazy has 


been found to be and is branded "the 
greatest 
liar 
of the century" 
and 


for his victim, he is a broken and dying 
man. 


Then General de Bolsdeffre, the au- 


gust chief of the general staff of the 
French army, shaking in his miserable 
sflioes, !lies from France, knowing only 
too well that the discovery of his dif- 
ferent villainies cannot be much longer 
delayed. M. Danel, the cowardly and 


i inhuman torturer of Dreyfus on Devil's

vi .....;. ii_d Dreyfus should have been 
long since acquitted and released. 


It is impossible to appreciate the sig- 


nificance of this feeling unless one un- 
derstands the system of organization 
obtaining in the army of France. 
In 


the first place, it must be borne in mind 
that the French army is a national in- 
stitution, the first article of the army 
law being an enactment of universal 


• liability to military service—that is to 


say, every Frenchman over 20 years of 
age capable of bearing arms must serve 
a certain length of time as a defender 
of his country. Under such conditions 
it is only natural that the martial spirit 
has been well sustained anc. developed 
in the republic. The nominal length of 
time of service Is 20 years, but the ac- 
tual period of arms bearing is much 
Icfs than this. Four yeais the young 
Frenchman must put in as a. member of 
the standing army, while five years of 
his 20 he must belong to the reserve of 
the standing army. Then he is five 
years in the territorial army and still 
later six years in the reserve of the ter- 
ritorial army. A great number of young 
Frenchmen are always exempt from 
service, the causes for exemption being 
several. Some exemptions take place be- 
cause of family relations, when, for ex- 
ample, the youth is the eldest son of a

readily seen that the great proportion 
of the population has a lively and inti- 
mate interest in its honor and welfare. 
That is why "Vive 1'Armee!" has be%n 
ringing of late so often down the boule- 
vards of Paris.

France would never cleave so stubborn- 
ly, to that self confessed band of un- 
scrupulous and dishonest officers who 
have 
been 
fighting 
so 
desperately 


against Dreyfus and his defenders. And 
were it not for this, too, General Mer- 
ciercould never appall the republic with 
his threat of a coup d'etat in case the 
prisoner of Devil's island should be 
acquitted. "Whether or not the threat 
will ever be carried out is altogether 
another matter. 


The disgraceful actions of the milita- 


ry leaders of France are at last being

Concerning ilic Ca*c of Captain Parker 


(From the Engineering News.) 


Practically all our readers, we pre- 


sume, have become more or loss famil- 
iar through the newspapers with the 
ciroumstancos attending- the charges 
ngainst and court-martial of Capt. 
Oberlin M. Carter, corps of engineers, 
U. S. A. Thus far nothing concerning 
this case has appeared in this journal. 
At tho outset it seemed to us that in 
a malter of such exceeding gravity, it 
was best to await the result of the 
judicial investigation, bfcfore giving 
space in these columns to accusations 
against a man \vho was at the least 
to be deemed innocent 
until 
proven 


guilty. We may say frankly, too, that 
when the charges were first made pub- 
lic, 
the editors of this journal were 


loth 
to 
give 
them 
the 
slightest 


credence. That an officer of the corps 
of engineers of Captain Carter's hon- 
orable record and high professional 
standing could bo guilty of anything 
worse than possibly some technical Sr- 


regularltitea in connection with the 
routine records of red tape, in connnec- 
tion with the work under his charge, 
seemed to us well nigh unbelieveable. 


It is now just two years since these 


charges were first made known to the 
public. As our readers will remember, 
they folowed close upon the appoint- 
ment of Capt. Carter as a member of 
the aid Walker Nicaragua Canal Com- 
mission. The condition of things on 
Capt. Carter's work at Savannah was 
reported to the Chief 
Engineers on 


August 14, 1897, by Capt. Casslus E,. 
Gillette, who succeeded Capt. Carter 
in charge of the Savannah office: and 
on September 13, a board of engineer 
officers, Cols. Gillespie and Raymond 
and Major Adams was convened 
at 


Savaimah to examine the works there 
and investigate the charges which had 
been preferred. The investigation, of 
these officers was most thorough. Over 
a month was spent in the examination 
of witnesses, of the various papers and 
documents bearing on the case, and of 
the works themselves. The report of 
this board was such that Capt. Carter 
was placed under arrest and a court- 
martial was ordered, and began its 
sessions at Savannah on January 12, 
1S9S. 


Particular care was taken in the se- 


lection of the officers for this court- 
martial; the judga-advocate, Col. Thos. 
F. Barr, has been in the service for 
34 years, and is a lawyer of eminence 
and markd ability. The president of 
the court-martial was Gen. E. S. Otis, 
now the head 'of 
the United States 


forces in tho Philippines. Gen. Otis 
was educated as a lawyer and, not- 
withstanding some of the calumnies 
circulated concerning him in connec- 
tion with his present responsibilities, 
is well known to be one of the most 
able and capab>a officers in the army. 
The Corps of Engineers was repre- 
sented by Col. S. M. Mansfield and 
Major Wm. Stanton. 


The main charge upon which the 


court-martial was held was that Capt. 
Carter had entered into a conspiracy 
with members of the Atlantic Con- 
tracting company, which had large 
contracts for jetty work, etc., on the 
Savannah river and in Cumberland 
sound, by which he was given a share 
in the profits of these contracts,, in 
consideration of his aiding in securing 
the contracts to this company- at a 
high figure and in permitting them to 
do such 
inferior 
work 
that 
their 


profits were 
exorbitant. 
The total 


amount 
of 
the 
fraudulent 
claims 


which were allowed and paid by the 
government through Captain Carter's 
unfaithfulness 
was set 
at 
about 


$2,500,000. 


The court-martial continued from 


January 
12 to April 30, 1898, 
finally 


adjourning just at the outbreak of the 
Spanish war. In the length of its pro- 
ceedings, it far outranked any other 
court-martial ever held in the United 
States. The whole record of Captain 
Carter's work at Savannah was gone 
over in tht most painstaking manner 
by the prosecution, and the defense 
conducted by four of the ablest at- 
torneys in the country, presented its 
side in eaual detail. 


The report of the court-martial was 


forwarded to Washington on April SO, 
1S98, and while no formal statement of 
its contents has ever been made 
public, it has become known that 
Captain Carter was found guilty on 
practically all the counts, was sen- 
tenced to dismissal from the army, a 
fine of $10,000, a term of five years in 
the penitentiary, and to have his dis- 
grace and the circumstances of his 
crime publicly advertised in the news- 
papers at his home, while all officers of 
the army are forbidden to speak to 
him. 


The records of this 
court-martial 


contained over 5,300 pages, or nearly 
2,000,000 words; it was mads up in 20 
volumes of about 260 pages each, and 
besides this there were over 550 sep- 
arate exhibits. It was, as the law re- 
quires, referred to the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army for review, and 
he promptly transmitted it to the 
president with 
his approval 
of the 


findings. From here on the case begins 
to 
drag. Secretary 
Alger 
kept 
it 


pigeon-holed for some months. The 
papers were for a long time in the 
custody of the attorneys for Captain 
Carter. When they finally reached the 
president he asked ex-Senator 
Ed- 


munds to review the case and give him 
an opinion upon it. This was done—at 
an expense of $5,000—and then the 
papers 
went 
to Attorney-General 


Griggs, in whose possession they still 
remain. He has recently announced 
that he is now waiting for Wayne 
MacVeagh, one of the attorneys for 
Captain Carter, 
to return 
from 
a 


European tour and make an oral plea 
before him. 


It may be remarked, parenthetically, 


that Mr. MacVeagh has already sub- 
mitted, according to reports, three dif- 
ferent formal briefs in this case be- 
fore the president and the attorney 
general. When he returns and makes 
his oreal plea—it will then be seen 
what further pretexts for delay may be 
found. 


We have clpsely followed the course 


of this remarkable case from the out- 
set. As stated near the begining of this 
article, we earnestly hoped and con- 
fidently expected that Captain Car- 
ter would succeed in wholly exonerat- 
ing himself from the charges against 
him. 
He has not done so, however,, 


and from all the study we have given 
to 
the 
evidence 
we 
see 
no 


reason 
whatever 
to 
question 
th* 


correctness arid justice of the court- 
martial's decision. 


It is not to present our own opinion 


ns to Captain Carter's guilt or inno- 
cence, however, that this article is 
written. What wo desire to do is to 
call attention to a few elementary 
facts bearing directly upjm this case, 


which seems at the present time to b 
in some danger of being- overlooked. 


One of these la the extent to wlilch 


fidelity to trusts has become absolutely 
necessary to the conduct of all our In 
dustry and to the very existence of oui 
modern civilization. It was not so in 
anything like the present degras even 
a generation ago. Then industry and 
commerce were still largely in. th 
hands of individuals and private firms 
and the functions of government were 
comparatively few and unimpoi-tant 
But now, in whatever field of human 
activity we look, we see men directing 
the course of great enterprises which 
are own*>d by others, dnd controlling the 
expenditure of thousands and millions 
of dollars which belong to the nation 01 
state, or a municipal or private cor 
portion. Each and every such man has 
it ini his power to enrich himself by 
Fact-tricing, to a greater or less exten 
the interests of which he is- a trustee 
a.nd the only assuran.oe he public cai 
possibly have that the trust will b 
faithfully discharged is the honor anc 
honesty of the officer on whom it is 
laid. 


There is absolutely no getting away 


from this fact. Modern society stands 
face to face with it. Tou may changi 
your system this way and that and the 
other; but in the end the public mus1 


trust somebody or other to carry oir 
the work. Take for instance this veiy 
case of the Savannah hflrbor work 
It has been said that it would be a gain 
to follow the- English practice under 
which every s«aport carries out its own 
works of harbor improvement. 
Bu 


whether that system is better or worse 
than '•he present one it will be seen a,l 
once that under it the public would etil 
have to entrust to municipal officials 
the responsibility for carrying out the 
work, and these officers in their turn 
must trust some engineer to do just the 
work that Captain Carter was set to 
do. Even if we take the position, o! 
the fow who declaim against a.ll gov- 
ernmental effort and would leave such 
work to private enterprise, we are in 
the same or a worse position. If a pri- 
vate corporation, for ineta.nce, were 
given charge of Savannah harbor, nol 
only would the people have to trust 
to that corporation, to do its 
work 


property, but the stockholders of the 
corporation 
would 
have 
to 
trugl 


their directors*, a.nd they in turn, their 
engineers and other officers to honest- 
ly carry, out such works aa it was de- 
sired to undertake. 


We desire to emphasize this matter, 


because whenever such ca,ses of dis- 
honesty as this of Captain Carter's, 
OP the New York sta.te canal frauds, 
or the corruption in the Chicago sewer 
department—whenever the public hears 
of a public officer false to his trust, 
many unthinkingly say that it is a 
new argument against municipal or 
state or national control and mana 
ment of public enterprises. Make no 
mistake. It is nothing of the sort. If 
great public works are carried on, at 
all, somebody or other must be trusted 
to do it, and if the public turns over 
the responsibility to a private- corpora- 
tion, the only difforenec is that the 
bones may be picked pretty clean by 
the time the engineer gets a chance! 


Ths point we especially desire to 


make clear, however, is just this: The 
vital necessity to the whole fabric of 
our civilization of absolute honesty and 
loyalty in the discharge of trusts, and 
the fact that we canmot possibly get 
clear of this necessity. 


There are two enemies of the public 


welfare abroad today who strike a 
worse blow at civilization/ than the an- 
archist, and whose treason threatens 
tha nation's existence more than that 
of the traitor in time of war. The first 
of these is the man who flouts honor 
and honesty and aims to get wealth, 
by any means, fair or^false-. It is such 
men as this that lay tha temptation 
in the way of those in, positions of trust. 
The second of these public enemies is 
the man who, being in a place of trust, 
yields to his temptation and enriches 
himself at the expense of those who 
have conferred upon him honors and 
responsibilities. What words are black 
enough to paint the depth of his crime? 


Have we put the case too strongly? 


Consider where our civilization would 
be if all men or even the majority of 
men were like these. All governmental 
activity all commerce, all industry, 
rest upon the assurance that men are 
honest and will be faithful to their 
trusts. Without this every wheel would 
stop. 


Fidelity to trusts. How can that les- 


son be impressed on every ma.n who is 
placed ini a position of responsibility? 
Do we not need to give every incen- 
tive possible to such men to keep them 
proof against temptation? Do we not 
need to add to their sens<> of honor, of 
high moira.l character, of upright in- 
tegrity, that other incentive—tho fea,r 
of punishment, swift, sure a.nd severe, 
if hey Drove false? 


Captain Carter's case has been sifted 


to the bottom before two tribunals of 
the highest character. He has had a 
full opportunity to prove his innocence 
and how clean hands as could bo given 
him 'n any court in the land. The life, 
liberty and honor of any honest man 
are safer under the scrutiny of such a 
body of picked men as sat in his court 
martial than before a jury in any civil 
court in the country. They spent four 
four most thorough search of every 
fact bearing upon the case, and we 
know of absolutely no reason for sup- 
posing that they did not do their duty 
without fear or favor. 


Anyone, from the president down,, 


who reviews the case at this day from 
its printed record can gain little insiight 
into it compared with tha.t of the men 
who gave their whole minds to- it for 
four monhs, who hesird the witnesses 
examined and cross examined, who lis- 
tened to the deathbed testimony of the 


assistant engineer who had served un- 
der the captain, and to the1 examination 
of the captain himself and of those not 
yet brought to trial who were alleged 
to be- conspirators with him. 


Here^as in everything else, the public 


must trust someone; and tho body of 
officers which tried the captain was 
better able to determine just where jus- 
tice lay than any other man or men 
at Washington possibly can be. 


We are not claiming, of course, that 


this court-martial was infallible. That 
can be claimed for no body of men. For 
neither the judge upon the bench or 
the jury in the box in a civil court, 
Sometimes courts-martial, like civil 
courts, are ued astray by caste preju- 
dices of one sort or another. There is 
not an iota or reason to suppose that 
anything of this sort influenced tho de- 
cision in this case. Captain Carter is 
no Dreyfus, far from 
it. His friends 


all through the service and out of it, 
were legion. His frank, open manner, 
and genial presence dro>v men to him 
everywhere. He appars to have had not 
a single 
enemy—save 
himself, 
and 


those who put temptation in his uay. 
For 
this 
reason 
the task of those 


who have been faithful to their trust 
in this matter has been a very hard 
one. The influence, personal, social and 
political, which has gone into the de- 
fense of this case in Washington, New 
York and Savannah, has been without 
precedent. It gives one a fooling of 
pride and confidence in his follow men 
to find that in the face of all this the 
men who have been in charge of this 
case have 
been faithful in the dis- 


charge of their' trust and unswerving 
in their determination to further the 
ends of Justice. 


There is then, absolutely no reason 


why the verdict of this court-martial 
should not be carried into effect. If it 
is vital to the welfare oC society that 
fidelity to trust should be secured, it is 
equally vital that falsity to trust shall 
receive punishment, swift and severe. 
Not 
on the 
criminal's account, of 


course. Captain Carter's punishment 
can be no possible gratification to any- 
one. It is the example to others that is 
the vital thing). It is essential to the 
safety of our institutions that when 
society does detect and prove the guilt 
of one who has been traitor to a trust, 
he shall then receive a punishment 
which shall warn every other man who 
may be subjected to like temptations. 


It is, unfortunately, a fact that the 


crime of conspiracy too often escapes 
punishment. Collusion between a con- 
tractor and the engineer over him, be- 
tween city 
officials 
and companies 


holding franchises, between the officers 
of corporations and those with whom

It is fortunate that in this case there 


was other machinery than that of the 
civil courts to discover and determine 
the guilt of the offender. It would be a 
boon to society if every man accused of 
falsity to a trust could be tried before a 
body of educated and honorable men. 
competent to weigh and to appreciate 
the force of circumstantial evidence, 
and to unearth the real facts unham- 
pered by the vast mass of legal tech- 
nicalities which now hinder the admin- 
istration of justice in our civil courts. 


Society may yet see the time when 


the necessity will be forced upon it of 
providing better and surer means than 
the civil courts for the punishment of 
:hose who betray their trusts. No hon- 
est man would object to have accusa- 
tions against him passed upon by a 
body of members of his own profession. 
Such men can 
understand 
a clean 


showing and a frank explanation of 
acts which may seem on their face to 
56 indicative of guilt, as no ordinary 
ury can. 
On the other hand, thoy can likew isp 


weigh evidence of guilt which moan 
nothing to the average juryman, and 
can reach traitors who now escape to 
enjoy their ill-gotten gains and tempt 
others to like evil courses. 


It has been said that the punishment 


awarded to Captain Carter is severe, 
t is mild in proportion to the offense. 
Society kills a man who commits a 
murder; yet the murderer* today are 
no greater enemies to society than tho 
nen who are false to great trusts. Be- 
idcs the convicted man in this ca.sc 
las made no amends for his crime. If 
aptain Carter really wants to save a 
•emnant of his honor hero he has only 
ne chance. Let him return to his 


allegiance to the country whnpo wel- 
arc ho swnre to defend with his life, 
he country which educated him, bo- 
towed upon him rank and honor, nnd 
lothed him with great responsibilities.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Oyster shells pounded fine or ground 


are good for hens. 


Crowding induces disease and lowers 


the vitality of the fowls. 


Generally the smaller breeds are the 


more industrious foragers.

Cleanliness and vigilance are two of 


the best preventives of disease. 


Feed growing chickens well—a little at 


a time and often. Do not let them stop 
growing.

The latter now 
alleges that he was deaeived by false 
statements by Mr. Hodge, and there are

Mr. Hodge says that the money he 


received was borrowed from his father- 
in-law, and that there was nothing 
criminal in his part of the transactions.

council, who departed this life early 
yesterday morning and whose fun"ral 
occurs tomorrow a.fternoon, lie was a 
member of every council pince the or- 
ganization. of the city, and served on 
some of its mc?t important committees.

He remembered and honored 


ilt>. advice, a,n*d nr> ono of us know 
of any transactions of his in which he 
acted otherwise. It is suitable for us to 
give formal expression to our sense- of 
loss in his death." 


President Wilkinson then read the re-

Several other members of the council 


took occn<=ion to pay their tributes to 
their <>rmor associate.
